MUTINIED TO DEATH.

‘{Washington Post:] The national 
debts of the world now aggregate $42,- 
000,000,000, having increased 20 per 
cent. in the last decade and déubled 
in the last forty years. 

The interest and other annual 


charges amounted in 1912 to $1,732,- 
000,000, or an average of slightly more 
than 4 per cent., though in Many 
cases, especially those of the strong- 
er nations, the interest rates were ma- 
terially below that figure, according to 
statistics issued yesterday by the 
partment of Commerce. 

The United States stands tenth on 
the list of heavily indebted countries. 
The largest national debt is that of 
France, $6,284,000,000; the next larg- 
est being Rudsia, $4,563,000,000; the 
United. Kingdom, $3,486,000,000; Italy, 
$2,707,000,000; Spain, $1,815,000,000; 
British India, $1,476,000,000; Japan, 
$1,242,000,000, and the United States, 
$1,028,000,000. The debt of the Ger- 
man empire is stated at $1,178,000,- 
000, and of the German states, $3,736,- 
000,000; that of Austria-Hungary, $1,- 
051,000,000; that of Austria, $1,434,- 
000,000, and of Hungary, $1,268,000,- 
000. 
Practically all the important coun- 
tries show an increase in national in- 
debtedness In 1912 compared with 
1902. In the case of France, the fig- 
ures for 1912 are %$6,284,000,000 
against $6,857,000,000 in 1902; Rus- 
sia, $4,563,000,000 in 1913 against 
$3,414,000,000 in 1903; Japan, $1,2432,- 
000,000 in 1912 against $262,000,000 
in 1902; the German empire, $1,178,- 
000,000 in 1912 against $699,000,000 
in 1902; the German States, $3,336,- 
000,000 in 1912 against $2,688,000,- 
000 in 1902; British India, $1,475,-
